RESTRUCTURING AMATEUR RADIO 
SERVICE LICENSES 


This month the hot news is the license 
restructuring proposal adopted by the ARRL Board 
at its July meeting, and subsequently sent to the 
FCC. Details of the League proposal appear in John 
Swafford’s ARRL Report in this issue of Autocall. 


Here is some background on other recent, related 


events which may help you to better understand 


what’s going on, and why. 


Possible restructuring of licensing in the 
Amateur Radio Service has been on the Agenda 
of the ARRL WRC-99 Planning Committee from 
its inception in 1996. The changes proposed by 
that Committee have undergone much discussion 
and revision in the intervening period. 


The March Ist 1998 issue of the WSYI Report 
highlighted several ongoing FCC actions pertinent

applicable to licensees to determine whether certain 
rules are no longer necessary. 


(The Telecommunications Act of 1996 requires 
such a review in every even-numbered year, with 
the objective of eliminating or modifying 
regulations that are overly burdensome or no longer 
serve the public interest. FCC Chairman Kennard 
announced in November 1997 that the FCC had 
begun the 1998 review, and that this “is a key time 
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for the Commission to take a serious top-to-bottom 
look at its rules”). 


The FCC released a list of 31 proposed 
initiatives to be explored as part of the biennial 
review. One of these concerned the Amateur 
Service. The FCC said that it was looking toward 
streamlining Part 97 Amateur Radio Service Rules, 
and that it would seek comment on amending the | 
FCC Rules to privatize further the administration 
of the Amateur Radio Services and simplify the 
licensing process. 


Also in late 1997 the FCC took a step toward 
implementing its new Universal Licensing System. 
(ULS). Ultimately, the ULS will give hams and 
other licensees on-line access to make license 
updates and renewals, eliminating the need for hard 
copy forms like the venerable Form 610. An FCC 
Public Notice said the ULS is aimed at combining 
the 11 different licensing systems the Bureau now 
uses—including Amateur Radio—into a single 
system. 


The Annual Conference of VECs (Volunteer 
Examination Coordinators) took place at 
Gettysburg in early July 1998. VECs indicated an 
interest in learning more about the rumored 
restructuring of the Amateur Radio Service (e.g., 
reducing the number of license classes, and 
reducing code speed requirements). Answers to 
their questions were not comforting. 


This background led to the decision by the 
ARRL Board to promptly publicize the League’s 
proposals for restructuring, and to present them to 
the FCC (in a letter dated July 22) which said in 
part: 


“Tt has come to the attention of the American 
Radio Relay League, Incorporated, the national 
association of amateur radio operators in the United 
States, that the Commission is presently 
considering a draft item pursuant to the 1998 
Biennial Review process which relates to the 
Amateur Radio Service.”

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The letter when on to say, “The League’s Board of 
Directors, which constitutes the most 
representative body of amateur radio operators in 
the country, has studied the amateur licensing 
structure for the past two and one-half years”. And, 
“the League wishes to present for your 
consideration a comprehensive restructuring 
proposal for amateur radio licensing. The purpose 
of presenting this to you now, by letter, is not to 
forestall or preclude the Amateur Radio Biennial 
Review item, but rather to complement the 
considerable work that we understand has already 
been performed by your Wireless Tele- 
communications Bureau staff. It is hoped that the 
instant proposal is timely in view of the draft now 
under consideration.”” How this will all sort out is 

anybody’s guess. Stay tuned. 


ARRL ASKS LMCC TO WITHDRAW 
PROPOSAL TO REALLOCATE 70 cm 
(From ARRL Bulletin 51, 16 July) 


The ARRL has called upon the Land Mobile 
Communications Council (LMCC) to withdraw its 
request for reallocation of segments of the 420 to 
450 MHz band to the Private Mobile Radio Service 
(PMRS). Such a move would permit the FCC to 
focus its attention on portions of the LMCC petition 
that “’might have more merit,”’ Alternatively, the 
League asked that the FCC dismiss those portions 

of the LMCC petition dealing with the 420 to 450 
MHz band as ‘’plainly not deserving of further 
consideration.” 


The League said that comments from Amateur 
Radio operators (who constituted the vast majority 
of those who filed in response to the LMCC 
petition) establish that the LMCC proposal for a 
PMRS allocation in the 70 cm band ‘’was ill- 
conceived.’’ Hams told the FCC that the band is 
heavily used and vital to amateur public service 
activities. The League noted among other 
commenters *’a complete absence of support’’ for 
the 420 to 450 MHz proposal in particular. Some 
commenters were altogether silent on the 420 to 
450 MHz reallocation issue, while one LMCC 
member, the Association of Public Safety 
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Communications Officials-International (APCO), 
opposed any reallocation in the band. 


The League urged the FCC to pay close heed 
to the comments of the National 
Telecommunications and Information 
Administration. The NTIA said national security 
and other federal interests would preclude sharing 
on the band. Those comments, the League noted, 
were “’clearly protective of its own use of the 420- 
450 MHz band, and that of the Amateur Service as 
well.”

RAC REQUESTS 10 METER BAND FOR 
BASIC + 5 WPM (RAC, via NEWSLINE 
RADIO #1089 7/29/98) 


Radio Amateurs Canada has asked Industry 
Canada to permit holders of the BASIC and 5 Word 
Per Minute Morse certificates to operate in the 10 
Meter band. RAC says that it believes this proposal 
is an important step for the growth and stability of 
the Amateur Radio Service, by offering amateurs 
who now meet basic international requirements the 
Opportunity to operate on a worldwide DX high 
frequency band during the upcoming favorable 
sunspot cycle years. The request by Radio 
Amateurs Canada was a result of requests from 
amateurs at club meetings and at hamfests across 
the Canada in support of such an upgrade in 
privilege. 


ARRL SAYS SCANNER PROPOSALS 
COULD HURT HAMS 
(Tnx ARRL Ltr Vol 17, #28, 7-17-98) 


The ARRL has told the FCC that some of its 
recent proposals to tighten scanning receiver rules 
“constitute severe regulatory overkill” and could 
harm law-abiding amateurs. The League made the

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comments in response to last month’s FCC Notice 
of Proposed Rulemaking (ET Docket 98-76). 


The ARRL said it’s “sensitive” to the FCC’s 
concern that devices not be able to readily intercept 
cellular calls. But, the League added, some of the 
FCC’s proposals could result in “insufficiently 
defined regulations” that would prohibit or 
unreasonably restrict the making and selling of ham 
and test-gear. Some product lines could become 
prohibitively expensive or prohibited altogether by 
the proposals, the League asserted. 


Among other things, the League asked the FCC 
to avoid requiring scanning receivers in ham 
equipment to block access to frequency-control 
circuits, and to not entirely prohibit frequency 
converter or transverter kits for use in the Amateur 
Service. The League said the net effect of the kits 
ban would be to prohibit any frequency converters, 
even though they would not be used or useful for 
cellular reception, and asked the FCC to create an 
exception for Amateur Service frequency 
converters. 


The League also asked that amateur receivers 
not be required to undergo potentially expensive 
direct-pickup immunity testing, and it urged the 
Commission to more clearly define its proposed 
rules to avoid unintended consequences that could 
adversely affect hams. 


The League agreed that some extended 
coverage ham transceivers have image responses 
that make them able to receive cellular signals. But 
the League said this is not widespread and “largely 
not an issue in the Amateur Service,’ because the 
transceivers are not made, marketed, bought, or 
used for cellular image reception. Manufacturers 
could configure products to preclude cellular image 
frequency reception, the ARRL said. 


The League said that current language banning 
the manufacture or sale of scanning receivers that 
are “capable of readily being altered” is sufficient. 
But the ARRL said requiring tuning and control 
circuits be made inaccessible would be “an 
overboard requirement,” and that potting or 
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encapsulating frequency-control hardware “is 
simply unnecessary for most amateur equipment.” 
The League said such a requirement would limit 
the ability of hams to legitimately experiment with 
or to even repair their own equipment and could 
needlessly drive up the cost of ham gear and make 
repair expensive or impossible. “The potting 
requirement is severe regulatory overkill and 
should not be enacted,” the League said. “There 
are sufficient, less burdensome regulations now 
in effect and as proposed.” 


The League also called the FCC’s proposed 
definition of test equipment “unreasonably 
limiting” and advised the Commission to correct 
the problem by eliminating the word 
“professional” from its definition.

FCC ALTERS AMATEUR 76-77 GHZ 
ALLOCATION 
(ARRL Ltr Vol 17 #28, 7-17-98) 


As proposed more than two years ago, the FCC 
now has adopted rules to temporarily restrict 
amateur access to the 76 to 77 GHz band. In 
exchange for the suspended spectrum, the FCC has 
upgraded amateur status from secondary to co- 
primary in the 77.5 to 78 GHz band. The changes 
were among several the FCC adopted July 6 to 
encourage commercial development and use of the © 
millimeter-wave frequencies above 40 GHz. The 
change at 76 to 77 GHz was to provide additional 
interference protection for vehicle radar collision-_ 
avoidance Dias expected to be operational in 
that band. 


The ARRL had opposed adoption of the > 
temporary restriction at 76 to 77 GHz, saying it 
did not foresee any incompatibility between the 
vehicle radar systems and amateur operation. The 
FCC said it plans to revisit the possibility of — 
spectrum sharing in the band and encouraged the —

The FCC said upgrading the status of the 
amateur and amateur-satellite allocation at 77.5 to 
78 GHz will ensure amateur access to spectrum 
near 77 GHz “without the threat of preemption by

said it believes the allocation is necessary to foster 
amateur experimentation using millimeter wave 
technology. ; 


NY TAXI INSPECTIONS NAB RADIO 
| OFFENDERS 
(ARRL Ltt Vol 17, #28, 7-17-98) 


An effort continues to eliminate illegally 
modified Citizens Band radios that can operate on 
the 10-meter amateur band from New York City 
taxis. Gerry Smith, W6TER, reports that on July 
2, the New York City Taxi and Limousine 
Commission (TLC)—in cooperation with the Port 
Authority Police and two inspectors from the New 
York FCC Field Office—inspected CB radios 
installed in NYC taxis at the Kennedy Airport taxi 
holding lot. An ad hoc committee has been formed 
to deal with the illegally modified CB radios in 
the taxi fleet (see QST, June, p 66-67). Smith 
praised the effort as “highly successful.” 


The TLC issued seven tickets to taxi owners 
alleging violation of the TLC rule forbidding radios 
capable of operating outside of the authorized 40 
CB channels. The cab owners face fines ranging

FCC AMENDS RULES FOR U-NII DEVICES 
ON 5 GHZ 
(ARRL Ltr Vol 17, #27, 7-10=98) 


The FCC has amended its rules for Unlicensed 
National Information Infrastructure (U-NII) 
devices operating in the 5-GHz range under Part 
15 of the Commission’s rules. In 1997, the FCC 
made)5°15.19:5.35. aad’.5.725. to §.825.°GHz 
available to U-NII devices under Part 15 of its rules. 
Amateur Radio shares part of the spectrum 
involved, which is the in the band 5.650 to 5.925 
GHz. U-NII devices would provide short-range, 
high-speed wireless digital communication. 


In response to industry petitions for 
reconsideration and clarification, the FCC has 
amended Part 15 to permit fixed, point-to-point U- 
NII devices in the 5.725 to 5.825 GHz band to 


Operate with up to 1 W maximum transmitter 
output power and directional antennas of up to 23 
dBi gain. The Commission also changed its rules 
to specify transmit power limits as a function of 
the channel bandwidth. A logarithmic equation

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would determine the power permitted. “This action 
will not increase the maximum power permitted 
by U-NII devices, but merely scale permissible 
maximum power to the bandwidth used,” the FCC 
said. 


The FCC said it will consider higher gain 
antennas for U-NII devices for longer-range 
community networking. In its comments, the NTIA 
expressed concerns that high-power government 
radar systems could interfere with the unlicensed 
devices, but otherwise supported the use of higher- 
gain antennas for fixed, point-to-point U-NII 
devices in that band. 


The ARRL has argued that longer-range links 
will interfere with amateur operations and are a 
significant departure from Part 15, which requires 
that interference potential of unlicensed devices 
be subject to “reasonable regulation” so as to not 
interfere with licensed services. One industry 
petitioner, Apple Computer, said the ARRL has not 
demonstrated that U-NII devices present any real 


threat of interference to ham operation. 


The FCC said it would maintain the power 
spectral density limits adopted in the original report 
and order. 


The FCC also revised its rules to express U- 
NI out-of-band and spurious emission limits in 
terms of absolute radiated power levels, regardless 
of antenna gain. 


The FCC advised manufacturers “to consider 
the proximity and the high power of non- 
government licensed radio stations,” including 
amateur stations, when choosing operating 
frequencies during the design of their equipment.

League Proposes Simplified 
License Structure 


The ARRL has proposed a simplified Amateur 
Radio License Structure featuring four license 
classes and reduced Morse code requirements for 
full HF access. In approving the plan July 18, the 
ARRL Board of Directors said the hobby no longer 
needed six license classes. In their discussions, 
Board members emphasized that the objective was 
to rationalize and simplify the amateur licensing 
structure without reducing the requirements for any 
class of license. 


Among the recommendations, the plan would 
eliminate the current Novice and Tech Plus class 
licenses and merge those operating privileges into 
a new license class equivalent to the current 
General ticket. The plan would replace the present 
named license classes with Class A, B, C, and D 
tickets, revise written examination requirements 
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and content, and set 12 WPM as the highest Morse 
code test requirement. Most of the spectrum freed 
up by the elimination of the current Novice CW 
bands would be “refarmed” into expanded HF 
phone segments. Some would remain available 
for digital and CW, however. 


Announcement of the Board’s plan generated 
a turnout of opinions pro and con within the 
Amateur Radio community. Comments received 
at League Headquarters have ranged from angry 
opposition to enthusiastic support, but by the end 
of the week in which the plan was announced, most 
Board members reported receiving somewhat more 
comments in favor than opposed. 


The League has forwarded details of the plan 
in a letter to the FCC but will not petition for a 
rulemaking as it awaits public release of the 
Commission’s own ham radio restructuring plans 
(see related story below). In its letter, the ARRL 
asked the FCC to “consider this restructuring plan 
as ameans of modernizing and simplifying amateur 
radio licensing, and a means of making Amateur 
radio available to more people.” 


Before the July meeting, the ARRL Board had 
twice voted down motions to consider changing 
the licensing structure. This time, the impending 
FCC rulemaking provided the impetus for the 
Board to issue its own plan, in time to stimulate 
debate on the topic and possibly serve as a 
counterpoint to the anticipated FCC proposals. 


ARRL Board approval of the plan followed 
extensive discussion and debate during its recent 
three-day meeting. “The debate was, at times, 
contentious, and the result was not unanimous,” 
said ARRL President Rod Stafford, W6ROD. The 
vote to approve the plan was 9 to 6. Most of those 
in the minority were not opposed to simplifying 
the licensing structure, however, and there was 
sentiment for even fewer license classes. 


“Some Board members preferred greater 
simplification; others were uncomfortable with

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some of the changes being proposed,” Stafford 
observed. “however, every Board member, without 
exception, left the meeting knowing that each of 
his or her colleagues did what they believe is best 
for the future of Amateur Radio.” 


In developing its plan, the Board tied proposed 
reductions in Morse code requirements to 
corresponding increases in written examination 
standards. On the other hand, Board members were 
adamant that simplifying the structure should not 
come at the expense of privileges amateurs already 
have earned. This was the rationale to recommend 
granting the new entry-level Class C HF license to 
present Novice and Technician Plus licensees, who 
already have earned entry-level HF operating 
privileges. 


Charts depicting the proposed operating 
privileges and licensing structure and the text of 
the League’s letter to the FCC are available on the 
ARRL Web site at http://www.arrl.org Members 
may comment on the ARRL plan via the Web or 
via e-mail to restux @arrl.org. 


Here are the highlights of the ARRL Board’s 
restructuring plan: 


* The Class D license, equivalent to the current 
Technician class, would be the entry level ticket to 
Amateur Radio. Operating privileges and the 
written examination would remain at the same level 
at Technician, but the exam would be more 
consistent with Class D operating privileges. 


* The Class C would supplant the Novice as 
the entry level to HF. Under the League plan, all 
General, Tech Plus, and Novice licensees would 
become Class C licensees. The Class C ticket 
would convey current General privileges, but 
would offer bigger HF phone bands. Class C 
licensees would have access to another 50 kHz on 
75and 15 meters and another 25 kHz on 40 meters. 
To upgrade from Class D to Class C, an amateur 
would pass a written examination on the 
operational and technical qualifications required 
for HF operation plus a 5 WPM Morse code test. 
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* All amateurs now licensed as Advanced 
would become Class B. The Class B would convey 
the privileges of the present Advanced license, but 
with additional phone privileges. The Class B 
ticket would offer an additional 50 kHz on 75 and 
15 meters and another 25 kHz on 40 meters. To 
upgrade from Class C to Class B, an amateur must 
pass a more advanced written examination— 
similar in difficulty to the present Element 4A— 
and a 12 WPM Morse code exam. 


* All amateurs presently licensed as Amateur 
Extra Class would become Class A. The Class A 
ticket would convey the full privileges of the 
present Amateur Extra Class but, once again, with 
expanded phone subbands. Class A licensees 
would get an additional 50 kHz on 75 and 15 meters 
and another 25 kHz on 40 meters. To upgrade from 
Class B to Class A, an amateur would be required 
to pass the most difficult written examination in 
the sequence. The Advanced written test is 
considered the most difficult in the current exam 
sequence. Consistent with the practice in many 
other countries, no Morse code examination 
beyond 12 words per minute would be required 
for a Class A ticket. 


Adoption of the simplification plan culminated 
some 30 months of work by the Board and 
embraced input from thousands of ARRL 
members, nonmembers, and prospective hams. 
The Board debated a wide variety of options 
including more and fewer license classes, higher 
and lower qualification levels, and different 
privileges. 


ARRL Board Announces Award Winners 


Antone “Tony” Duarte, N1XRS, of Dartmouth, 
Massachusetts, is the 1997 Hiram Percy Maxim 
Memorial Award winner.

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MIR Update Russian Only Spoken on 
ROMIR ie’ 


Now that US astronaut Andy Thomas, 
KDS5CHF, is back on terra firma, hams hoping for 
some Amateur Radio communication with the 
orbiting outpost had better bone up on their 
Russian. Thomas was the last US astronaut to live 
aboard Mir, now slated for an earlier-than-expected 
deorbiting. 


The remaining crew members aboard Mir are 
Russian cosmonauts Talgat Musabayev, RO3FT, 
and Nikotai Budarin RV3FB, who speak only 
Russian. “Any message addressed as personal to 
ROMIR will not be understood by any of the crew 
members unless it is in Russian,” advised MIREX 
President Dave Larsen, N6CO. 


Larsen said MIREX has again opened up the 
ROMIR-1 digital system for third-party traffic (i.e., 
store-and-forward messages). “This means that 
you will be able to address messages to other radio 
amateurs,” he explained, but asked hams to use 
good judgment in posting messages to ROMIR-1.

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_ THREE NEW ONES TO BE ADDED 
TO DXCC LIST 


The ARRL Awards Committee plans to meet 
in the first week of August to put the final approval 
- on the three recently proposed DXCC entities. 
Investigations have found that they meet the DXCC 
criteria. The three entities are the Marquesas 
Islands, the Australs Islands and the Temotu 
Province Islands. Once they are approved, the 
“DXCC Desk will accept QSLs for award credits 
after October 1, 1998. Cards from these entities 
sent before this date will be returned without action. 
At present there are no new petitions for new 
entities pending before the DXAC and the ARRL 
Awards Committee. 


DXCC2000 TIMELINE 


Many have asked when is the new DXKCC2000 
program going to start? It already has. The new 
criteria and rules were implemented on March 31, 


1998. The next step in the process is to bring » 
electronic application submission on line. This 


should be done by the end of 1998. Once this is 
~ done, the new band awards will be brought on line 
one at a time. On January 1, 2000, a special one 
time DXCC award will be offered. It will not 
require QSL cards and will be for the year ZO00 
only. In the first quarter of 2000, the first of the 
_ four new band awards will be started. This will be 
_ 20 meters. In the fourth quarter of Z000, the 15 
meter band award will be started. 17 meters will 
start in the second quarter of 2001 and the last band, 
12 meters will be brought on line in the last quarter 
_of ZO01. Of course all of the above is not cast in 
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concrete. It is just a time line plan and things could 


happen sooner or later. The first DXCC Challenge © 
would begin in the first quarter of 2000, this would 
include all bands except ZO, 17, 15 and 12 meters. 
As the new bands come on line, they will be added 


_ to the DXCC Challenge and the DeSoto Cup 


programs. All valid contacts back to November 
1945 will count except deleted countries.

If you've seen this truck in your neighborhood 
there is a good chance you are troubled with radio 
frequency Interference (RFI) or television 
interference (TVI) problems. This one of a kind 
vehicle is owned by Potomac Electric Power 
Company (PEPCO) and operated by Michael 
Martin, N3RWF: Designed by Michael and John 
Spalding, another PEPCO technician, it is used for 
locating the sources of the close to 400 RFI & TVI 
complaints each year. 


PEPCO has become the leader in customer 
Satisfaction when it comes to responding and 
solving RFI & TVI complaints. Over the past 20 
years PEPCO’s interference crew has gone from 
virtually nothing to having a full time Interference 
Investigator and the most efficient electrical 
interference locating system in the country and 
possibly the world. 


Michael says, “PEPCO has always been a 
customer oriented company and saw the need to 
improve the way it handled electrical interference 
complaints.” We saw the need to be as efficient in 
this area as we are in others. PEPCO’s effort has 
certainly not gone un-noticed with commentaries 
in a variety of national publications as well as a 
very thick file of letters from thankful customers. 


The statistic for RFI & TVI complaints is 
somewhat of a surprise. Four hundred complaints 
a year sounds like a lot of problems for one Power 
Company! This is true, but only about 25% of the 
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complaints received by PEPCO are caused by 
PEPCO owned equipment. Then why do they 
spend the time and expense to solve them? In a 
nutshell,. we care. As the most resourceful 
organization on electricity we feel it is our 
obligation to assist our customers when they have 
a problem. Dire rear : Bik 


About 40% of the interference complaints 
come from residential customers, 10% are from 
commercial customers, and the other 50% come 
from hams. Michael says the largest percentage 
coming from the amateur radio community is due 
to their concern and knowledge of the subject and 
his involvement in amateur radio. 


Amateur radio is more that just a hobby, it’s a 
public service. It’s easy to see why radio amateurs 
would have a higher level of appreciation for. 
solving the problems that keep them from: 
operating. The source of the average complaint 
takes Michael less than an hour to locate using his. 
Defect Direction Finding (DDF) equipment. 
Michael is quick to admit it wasn’t always that Way. 


It was once a nightmare; We had an HF 
receiver, 2 “magmount” CB antenna, a 
sledgehammer, and a vehicle with more. 
interference under the hood than one could ever 
imagine coming froma power line. We would have 
to accelerate to a speed capable of propelling us. 
through the area thought to contain the noise 
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source, then turn off the ignition coasting gradually 
_ to a stop, while praying we didn’t have to make 
any quick maneuvers. Then we would have a 
debate about which pole was most likely to contain 
the source and go beat on it with the hammer until 
it would stop, hoping nothing would fall and hit 
us. When hitting the pole with the hammer we 
actually shook several poles, so you can guess how 
many times we got it right with this method. » 


Imagine the poor Overhead linemen. Those 
poor souls had to go through for lots of work for 
nothing and they hated us. You’ll be as happy (as 
they are) to know that the success rate of locating 
the source pole the first time is very close to 100% 
now. The majority of my mistakes with locating 
are due to laziness. Sometimes my confidence level 
gets in the way of performing the basic tasks. 


The interference locating vehicle is a four- 
wheel drive, diesel powered, Ford F-250 pickup. 
Its Vehicular Locating System (VLS) consists of 
various receivers, oscilloscope, analyzers, 
transmitters, and antennas. The objective is to have 
maximum sensitivity and directivity. It’s important 
to be able to hear noises at a great distance as well 
as be able to point to the source when you’re 
surrounded by noise radiation. 


Complaints come into PEPCO’s customer 
information desk and then are forwarded to me, 
although a lot of the referred customers contact 
me directly. I first try to contact the customer before 
an on site investigation to get an understanding of 
the customers problem. I can then determine the 
type of problem and usually the cause. I spend a 
lot of time on the telephone with customers telling 
them how to find the internal sources. 


We can usually solve the problem while on the 
phone eliminating the need to travel, allowing more 
efficient use of my time. I locate the source of all 

the interference complaints effecting our service 
_ area regardless of the location of the source, even 
if our investigation takes us into customer owned 
_ equipment ora neighboring utility. Sometimes this

process can get very interesting. 

A lot of these trouble- -shooting stories are ‘told 
during the presentations Michael gives to the local, 
and sometimes distant, radio clubs. There is a 
weakness to every process and that is the time it | 
takes to eliminate the interference sources owned 
by PEPCO. This is due to the complexities of 
what’s involved. These problems are not repaired 
by the Interference crew but are referred to the 
Overhead Department. Things like weather, 
workload, location, and manpower also play an 


_ important role in the elimination process. 


Michael attributes his success rate to the 
support he gets from PEPCO management, his 
customers, and persistence. PEPCO puts their 
customers’ needs and concerns at a high priority 
level and their support in this area shows it. The 
customers have really shown a lot of support also. 


When he started this job times were tough. Due 
to his lack of experience he often called on the 
area radio amateurs for help and they are always 
willing to assist. This was long before becoming 
one himself and was a big influence. 


Michael also runs a part time business called 
RFI Services, which trains and assists utilities in 
other areas with electrical interference complaints. 
He also welcomes callers with questions, 
comments, and complaints. So if you have a 
question about electrical interference, call PEPCO 
at (202) 833-7500 and tell them you have a problem 
concerning Radio and TV electrical interference. 


There is also a very good book available called 
AC POWER INTERFERENCE MANUAL by 
Marv Loftness KB7KK . Michael says this is the 
best book ever written on the subject of electrical 
interference. Call Michael for info on purchasing 
the book. It may mean a donation to the amateur 
radio club of your choice. 


The Interference Locating service is provided 
free by PEPCO to its customers and it only works 
if you use it. This is another way PEPCO is 
connected to you by more than just power lines.

Imagine being able to visit a number of rare 
DX countries without having to obtain passports 
and visas, or leave the United States. Sound 
farfetched? Well, maybe I am stretching the truth 
somewhat, but within the borders of our nation’s 
capital we are fortunate to have a selection of such 
exotic places to visit. 


Embassy Row, as it is sometimes referred to, 
is located in the northwest corridor of Washington 
DC and contains many of the world’s embassies. 
They provide an excellent opportunity to step onto 
DX soil. 


BRISTLING ALUMINUM AND CULTURE: 


For radio amateurs, visiting foreign embassies 
can be especially interesting since some have 


elaborate antenna systems Sprouting from the 


rooftops of their magnificent buildings. Others are 
modest but impressive Structures, but show no 
signs of aluminum. I suspect that these days, the 
primary mode of communications to their 
homeland is via satellite. 


You can also appreciate the Embassy decor, in 
addition to meeting and talking to representatives. 
I personally found it exciting to just walk along 


the avenues and streets of Embassy Row, taking in - 


the exotic architecture, the variety of flags, the 
different seals attached to the buildings and the 
many different languages spoken by people you 
pass on the street. If you are concerned about the 
language barrier, don’t be. English is spoken at all 
Embassies. 
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THE RARE ONES: - 


Myanmar (XZ), is considered a rare DX 
country. It is difficult to work even under excellent . 
propagation conditions and probably more difficult 
to operate from. Along Embassy Row, however, is 
a small piece of XZ land. Simply walk into the 
facility and you step into Myanmar, at least for a 
few memorable moments. 


And not too far away are the Embassies of 
Egypt (SU), Phillipines (DU), Vietnam (3W), 
Kenya (SZ), Armenia (EK), Cyprus (SB) and 
Pakistan (AP), to name a few. All here in 
Washington DC for the sidewalk DXer to log in. 


You could probably do DXCC in a weekend, 
but please don’t expect credit from the DXCC desk 
for these contacts. Embassy visitors usually come 
away with brochure and literature pertaining to the 
country: a means for Amateurs and their families 
to learn about the culture of the countries you have 
or hope to work on the HF bands. If not readily 
available, ask the receptionist if the material can 
be provided. |

Greetings from the Mobileers! 


Below I have summerized from John Kohlis, 
KO4A, report of the Mobileers Field Day 
experience! You notice we had a few antennas in 
the air!! 


Field Day 98 in the rear view mirror 


We meet at Johnny’s for lunch on Friday. After 
lunch ten of us convoyed to Downs Park for set 
up. Another ten met us there or arrived shortly 
after and set up began. The first event was the 
placement of the generators. A separate team was 
working on the dinning fly. The slingshot team 
started on the line for the 1088 ft wire loop which 
supports the 80 meter station. Extra members 


worked on setting up the operating tents and the ~ 


sleeping tents. It was very hot and humid so we 
operated on the 45/15 rule. We worked for 45 
minutes, and then took a 15 minute break in the 
shade to cool off and hydrate. It is funny, we will 
not take on water when we are working but if you 
are resting and the water is there many will take 
an extra drink. 
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Five of us stayed over night. Pancakes and 
bacon was served for breakfast. We continued with | 
set up around 8 am. The heat and humidity 
continued so again the 45/15 rule was enforced. 
By nine there were over twenty people helping. It 
is hard keeping all of them busy.. Teams were — 
divided up and sent in all directions. The loop’ was 


: finished. A team started building the 40 meter 


beam. It was modeled after the already built and 
tested 20 meter beam. Support lines went into the 
tree tops to hold the beam and one 40 foot tactical 
tower in the field . The location was identified 
and tower was erected. The 20 meter beam was 
erected and the novice/tech team was buildin g their 
10 meter beam. This beam has six half wave len gth , 
elements made of wire. 


The beam was designed from information 
found in *73 Vertical, Beam, and, Triangle | 
Antennas” by Edward M. Noll, W3FQJ. .The 
concept was for the reflector to be 5% larger than | 
a half wave length, the driven element a half wave 
dipole feed with 450 ohm ladder line and the 
director elements 5% less than a half wave length. 


The spacing was 15% of a wave length between — 
the reflector and driven element, 10% of a wave — 
length between the driven and the first director, — 
and 20% of a wave length between each additional 
director. 


Dacryon line with kevlar in the center (kevlar 
does not stretch) was used on each side as booms. 
Over hand knots were tied at the appropriate places. 
The side booms had an additional 10 feet on each 
end for connection to the support lines. The director 
end can be suspended with lines connected to the 
boom extension. : 


The back end of the beam has a lot of additional 
weight because of the insulator and ladder line on’ 
the driven element. Therefore, the main back 


support lines are connected to the tie point for the | 7 


driven element. A lighter line is connected tothe — 
reflector to hold it in place. Three different teams : 
put up their antennas and they all seemed to work. 
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We did put up a ince for 15 meters. It was 
up only 12 feet but, worked great. Imagine what 
we could | have done if we had built a beam for 15. 
Next year. _ | 


While the wire ¢ beams were ‘going up another — 


team was working on the commercial 36 foot long, 
six element Cushcraft six meter beam donated for 
use by a friend of Fred N3XBG. This beam was 
on top of the crank- -up tower. 


Lunch went about 13:00. Hamburgers care of 

G & M Food. We had almost everything set up by 
13:45 so all stations were on the air by 14:00 on 

Saturday. Each station started on time. Early on it 

was evident that the antennas were working, even 
north and south. This year we calculated we should 
have about 6,286 points. Last year we had 970 
contacts for a score of 4,062 points. This is a much 
better showing. The main reason was the band 
conditions (20 meters stayed open all night) and 
operators staying longer on the stations at night. I 

did notice the 80 meter station was vacant at 4:30 

am. I had to get up and help with my 

temperamental generator. No I did not stay up and 
operate. It is hard for those that start Friday and 
are there full time. A challenge to you night owls. 


Well back to the event. As usual the Saturday 
night supper was the talk of the town, lobster, 
caviar, white linen, candles, and champagne. Well 
maybe I was at a different site. The steak, baked 
potatoes, corn and ice cream was great. 


Sunday morning the galley served bacon and 
scrambled eggs. Lunch was leftover steak and hot 
dogs. After lunch we started breaking camp taking 
down all items not need for radio operations. At 
14:00 we secured the generators and started tear 
down in the opposite order they went up, last first.

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Instead of listing contests this month, this space 
will be used to announce that PVRC has made 
arrangements with K1EA, author of the popular ' 
CT contest software, to distribute SHAREWARE 
copies. PVRC is planning to distribute CT version 


6.26 (CT6) with updated data files FREE to any 


Ham within a 175 miles radius centered on northern 
VA. 


CT6 supports CQWW-DX, ARRL-DX, SS, 
CQ-WPX, WAE, and the ARRL VHF QSO 
contests. All CW transmissions with any model 
transceiver can be done exclusively by touching 
function keys; on ‘phone the same keys can be 
configured to activate an external voice synthesizer. 
If you enter a call of a station previously worked 
(a dupe), CT will alert you. Also, CT will compare 
a portion of a call copied against your log and a 
master list of contest calls and show you possible 
complete calls. The minimum computer required 
is a 286 with 512K of RAM running DOS. 


CT can interface with a packet cluster via a 
TNC to receive announcements (spots), compare 
them with your log, and select multipliers for 
display in the announce window. Further, if your 
transceiver is a IC735, 751, 761, 765, 781, or 
TS940, it can be interfaced via a COM port so a 
touch of a function key will allow CT to jump your 
radio to the announced frequency and enter that 
call in your log. 


Using CT6 will allow you to learn CT 
commands and let you decide if contesting is for 
you. The current C1937 (C19), usés ‘the’ CFG 
commands, supports 19 contests, 21 radios, and 
has several other exciting features. The main 
feature I like of all versions is that at end of the 
contest you can immediately print your log or save 
it in a file to be electronically transmitted to the 
organizer via email. 


Now to drop the other shoe! The CT6 data 
files such as ARRL sections, DX countries, and 
the Master Call List are outdated and CT6 is not 
compatible with current CT9 file formats. I can 
write software to make CT6 data files from CT9 
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data and also add some new files that would be 
needed to support additional contests. I will pursue 
this only if there is sufficient interest. If you would 
like me to continue, please let me know.

T-MARC NEEDS YOU! If you’ ve gotten a lot 
out of Amateur Radio and are ready to put 
something back in, we are looking for some “new 

blood” to help administer our organization. 


The Annual Meeting and election of officers 
for the next year is tentatively scheduled for the 
late-October/early-November time frame at the Lee 
Center in Alexandria, and several current officers 
have expressed their desire to step down. In 
addition, we need someone who would be willing 
to serve as Secretary/Treasurer (these duties could 
be separated). These are not difficult jobs, and the 
rewards are outstanding! So step up to the plate 
and give us a hand. 


Bill W8HNT, our frequency coordinator, is 
having some success with the project I discussed 
last month, of varifying the status of all of the 
coordination entries in our database. So far, we’ ve 


had a couple of 222 MHz frequency pairs turned 


back in, including N3ONK’s 223.98 pair at Rising 
Sun, Md., and K9SP’s 223.94 pair on Bull Run 
Mtn. Several unused UHF link frequencies have 
also been turned in. Thanks, gentlemen! 
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Unfortunately, we’ve also had several status 
inquiry letters returned by the Post Office with 
expired forwarding orders, etc. If other attempts 
to contact these sponsors fail, their coordinations 
will be cancelled! These include the N3DPD 
223.82 repeater in SE D.C., and the N3IEC 224.28 
machine at Hagerstown. Remember, it’s the 
sponsor's obligation to keep us apprised of your 
current mailing address (and a valid E-mail address, 
if you have one). . 


Final coordinations have been issued for 
K4HR’s 444.450 machine near Stafford, Va., and 
KD4QNA’s 442.700 machine near Spotsylvania, 
Va. And N8YIB is building a new 53.41 repeater 
to go on Dan’s Mountain in western Maryland. At 
nearly 3000 feet AMSL, this should be a talker! 


Finally, as our VHF and UHF bands become 
saturated, we need to consider the fairness of some 
sponsors having “closed” or “private” repeaters.

| "HEADSET WITH BOOM MICROPHONE 
(The following is not a Woodbridge Wireless 
endorsement, but is the result of observations, 
research, and experiences.) 


For contests, DXing, emergency 
communications, and public Service events, WWI 
has been focusing on using a standard, but effective 


headset/boom mic arrangement. Anyone who has 


i) 
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used a headset/boom mic really likes the idea and — 
convenience. 


The next thing most operators search for is a 
headset/boom mic which is high performance, 
comfortable, and easily hooked up. After three 
years, it looks like the Heil “Proset” has come out 
on top for many WWI members. At last count, 
there were 38 Heil Prosets owners in WWI, plus 
one owned by the Club. The Proset is used at the 
hospital for emergency communications, on the 
Mountain for all the phone VHF/UHF stations, at 
the W4TY CQWW effort, and at most of the phone 
positions at field day. 


Why is it so popular? First, it is a pair of over- 
the-ear headphones to keep noise out, but is also 
very light-weight and comfortable. Unlike other 
headsets that cramp your ears, and weigh down 
your head and neck, the Proset only weighs 10 
ounces. It also has a choice of the HC-4 or HC-5 
boom mic element housed in a noise-cancelling 
enclosure. The natural peak of the mic is around 
2.4kHz which produces excellent articulation in 
the normal speech range. Experimenting on the 
air seems to always yield good results. The mic is 
connected to the headset by a flexible boom, so 
you can place the mic exactly where you want it. 


Lastly, you don’t have to get the soldering iron 
out each time you want to use the Proset with a 
different radio. Instead Heil uses a standard 1/4" 
jack for the headphones, and a standard miniature 
jack for the mic on the Proset. They supply your 
choice of a color-coded “adapter pigtail” for your 
brand of radio. (Blue for ICOM, Yellow for Yaesu, 
Red for Kenwood, Black for TenTec, White for 
Collins, etc.) You simply insert the adapter pigtail 
into your radio, and plug your mic into the pigtail. 
There is also a provision on the pigtail to plug ina 
PTT foot switch, if desired. The only downside is 
the cost. It lists for $135 including one pigtail. 
Pigtails for other radios are around $15 each. 
Never-the-less, the good performance and the 
standardization for all WWI events justifies the cost 
in the opinion of most club members using 
headsets.
